ty required by the society, say, ten 
bushels, of which the exhibit shown 


was a true sample. We would thu 
have a market as well as an exhibi- 
tion. Buyers would be allowed to 
take a quart sample, and if the 
larger amcunt sent be not according 
to sample, the agricultural society 
would have the power to punish the 
exhibitor by holding back his prize, 
or by preventing him from exhibit- 
ing again. The seed fair should be 
held early enough so that farmers 
wanting to get seed might go and 
see if they could get what they want- 
ed, and if not, would not be too late 
to buy elsewhere. If your agricul- 
ture] Society is willing to under- 
take such a seed fair the seed branch 
will supply a judge and pay his ex- 
penses, will pay for the advertising 
and, in addition, will give a one or 
two day seed institute similar to 
the live stock institute meetings that 
were held last season. At this seed 
institute men who are competent to 
speak will give addresses on such 
subjects as the judging of grain, 


importance of good seed, weeds and 


how to combat them, soi! cultivation 
and other such important topics. 
In the addresses on judging the ex- 
hibits will be used ac a demonstra- 
tion. I wish it clearly understood 
that in both these proposals it is 
beyond the power of the seed branch 
to give direct grants for prizes; 
that power pertains to the Provin- 
cial authorities. But we are willing 
to meet all other legitimate expense, 
except that we expect the _ local 
society to provide a hall, light and 
heat it.

The Secretary said that as there 
was no meeting of the Board last 
‘month, he had taken it upon him- 
self to send conies of the letter to 
the farmers’ associations, and that 
these bodies had already gotten to 
work on the matter, as a letter which 
he read would show, the association 
asking the board to furnish a hall 
for the purpose of holding a_ seed 
grain exhibition on tke 12th and 
13th of February. They said they 
hoped to have a prize ‘ist of about 
$500 or more, and that a very cred- 
itable exhibition would result. The 
secretary added that Robertson’s 
Hall could be rented for two days 
for the fair for $30. On the motion 
of John A. McDougall, seconded by 
K. W. McKenzie, it was resolved to 
grant the request of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Association, and 
them the hall for the fair. 

A letter was read from the Win- 
niprg Board of Trade enclosing a 


letter from Marcus D’Auria, ask 
ing that the subsidy which was 
granted by the Dominion govern 


ment to the trench steamship lines 
for the purpose of establishing lines 
between this country and France be 
also extended to such lines as may 
be established between Canada and 
Italy. The Winnipeg board stated 
that their committee had gone into 
the matter, and they had found that 
the proposition made by Marcus 
D’Auria did not call for any 
crease in the Dominion subsidy, and 
that as Italy is a large consumer of 
farm products such as Canada has 
to sell, it was there endorsed. The 
action of the Wiunipeg Board was

endorsed.

read, pointing out that in defer- 
ence to the wishes of the Board the 
telepraph office would be kept open 
until 10 o’clock at night.

The telephone matter was the next 
to come up, and it called out very 
voluminous discussion. The ques: 
tion was brought to the notice of 
the board by a letter presented by 
Mr. Short suggesting that the board 
of trade should take advantage of 
the excursion which the Canadian 
Northern was offering it to meet all 
the telephone experts they could in 
that city, ana to see what they had 
to show in the matter of the latest 
improvements in auvomatic systems 
or any other. He also suggested 
that the board might take up the 
matter of previncial ownership of 
long distance lines to the extent of 
urging on the legislature that the 
province take these lines over and 
operate them, giving the cities ac 


grant 


cess to them for service along with 
the municipal plants. 

Mr. Cushing asked what was the 
latest with regard to the excursion, 
and was there any sure thing that 
there was going to be an excursion ? 
jmr. McKenzie toid what telegrams 
he had received, and Mr. Kirkpat- 
rick stated that Mr. Pace had told 
him that the excursion would take 
place on the 27th of this month. 
With regard to, Mr. Short’s sug- 
gestion that they meet the telephone 
experts in Winnipeg, Mr. Cushing 
said he was very much in favor of 
the idea. While the telephone com- 
mittee of the city council had de- 
cided to recommend, the appoint- 
ment of an expert, there was no 
reason why the board should not 
take advantage of every opportun- 
ity that afforded itself for them 
to gather information on the work- 
ing of the telephone business. 

John A. .secDougall pointed out 
that if: the different manufacturers 
of telephone supplies wanted to sell 
their goods they would undoubtedly 
be found very ready to come to Ed- 
monton and put their goods on ex- 
hibit here. 

Mr. Short stated that he had the 
idea that they could meet all the 
telephone experts at Winnipeg at 
once, and have an opportunity to 
see them all there. He said that he 
had written the Chicago automatic 
people, and that they had replied 
that they would send arm expert to 
that city at any time to meet the 
board, or any one else. He had also 
written the Canadian automatic 
people, but had not had time yet 
to hear from them on the matter. 
The Bell people, of course, had a 
large modern system working ther. 
Having visited Winnipeg, and 
made themselves familiar with the 
general principles of the different 
systems, Mr. Short said it would 
aot then be improper for the board 
to appoint a delegation to go to 
Chicago or wherever it was necess- 
ary for them to see the plants of 
the automatic in working order. 
He pointed out that the telephone 
was peculiarly a business man’s 
concern, and that the members of 

.ue board were the very men who 
would be using the telephone most, 
and that the council would undoubt- 
ediy feel encouraged by the action 
of the board in taking a very close 
interest in the rebuilding of the 
system. Furthermore, he stated, 
the city would soon find that it will 
have to take up the telephone busi- 
ness on a very much larger scale— 
in fact that it should be doing so 
now. Re did not propose that it 
should invade the territory south of 
it, now served by the Bell, but that 
there was a large territory to the 
east, west and north of the city that 
Edmonton would do well to. serve 
in order to secure the business for 
this city, and he suggested what- 
ever plant they found necessary to 


replace it by automatics or any 
other system, the one now in use 
might be well employed in estab- 


lishing a plant in Vermillion. or 
Vegreville. At any rate, the board 
should be thoroughly satisfied. that 
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ning order at a valuation fixed in 
the same way that the original valu- 
ation was made.

“Mr. McKenzie added, in explana- 
tion, that this company carries its 
light, power and telephone — busi- 
ness all over the one system of wir- 
ing. 

Mr. Brunell, president of the 
Farmer’s Equity Society, pointed 
out that any consideration of tho 
telephone business which did not 
take account of the farmers was not 
up-to-date, as he believed that the 
time was at hand when every farm 


house would be supplied with a 
telephone. 
Mr. T. W. Lines seconded Mr. 


Cushing’s motion that the telephone 
companies be notified to send ex- 
perts to Winnipeg to meet the mem- 
bers of the Board of trade there, to 
demonstrate the merits of their sys- 
tems, and the motion was passed 
unanimously. 

A letter was read from the Cal- 
gary Board of Trade asking the 


Edmonton Board of Trade to en- 
dorse and support their efforts to 


get the Dominion exhibition of 1907 
for that town. The letter called 
out considerable discussion, especi- 
ally in view of the fact that Ed- 
monton has already commenced ne- 
gotiations looking to securing the 
Dominion fair for this city in 1907 
cr 1908, but the board decided that 
as Calgary wanted the fair, and 
there should be no disposition of 
the Edmonton people to “hog it 
all,’’ they should help Calgary get 
‘the fair. Consequently a resolution 
was passed instructing the secretary 
to write the Calgary board that the 
Edmonton board would support 
them in their effort to get the fair 
for 1907. 
A letter was read from the Inland 
! Revenue department stating that 
the department had made arrange- 
ments with Professor McLagan for 
a series of lectures for April, May, 
and June in the Northwest, and 
that if the Board wanted a lecture 
here, a date should be named? It 
was resolved that any date in June 
would do for Edmonton, and an in- 
vitation was extended to Professor 
McLagan to visit the city in that 
month. 

The Western Canadiar Immi- 
gration Association wrote asking 
in regard to financial support from 
the city for this year. The matter 
was turned over to the council of 
board. 

The assessment commission, which 
was appointed to look into the

Mr. McKenzie said that he agreed 
with Mr. Short that the board mem- 
bers should be thoroughly satisfied 
that the system which shall be adop- 
ted is the best. He had taken con- 
siderable pains on the occasion of 
his visit east last summer to look in- 
to the merits of the automatic, and 
so far as he could see, while he was 
not a telephone expert, the system 
was working first-class. He had 
gone 100 miles out of his way to see 
it in Grand Rapids, and without 
disclosing why he was asking, had 
made a great number of inquiries 
from subscribers there as to how 
they were satisfied, and found that 
they unanimously endorsed the au- 
tomatic. He said that while the 
council had decided to employ an 
‘xpert there was no reason why 
they should leave it all to one man. 
The board might just as well satisfy 
itself. 

Mr. J. H. Morris, who was with 
Mr. McKenzie, stated that when 
they were visiting the Grand 
Rapids plant the company’s man- 
ager, Mr. Ellis, had made an offer 
which, if they could get it in writ- 
ing, the council and board would do 
well to look into. Ellis offered, on 
behalf of his company, to take over 
the Edmonton telephone and elec- 
trict system at their proper market 
value, rebuild them, and install the 
latest modern appliances at the low- 
st rate that the city itself could 
supply the same service, pay the 
city either five or ten per cent of 
the gross revenue—he was not posi- 
tive about the amount—and at the

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SHIPPING THE WESTERN GRAIN 


(Toronto News) 

Mr. Frank EF. Gibbs, inspector of 
grain at fort William and Port Ar- 
thur has ;repared an account of ihe 
manner in which the Canadian grain 
crop: has been handled. The amount 
of grain forwarded from Fort William 
and, Port Arthur in 1905 was 42,000,- 
000 bushels of which 41,000,000 were 
of wheat. American vessels carried 
11,212,882 bushels of the crop. Of the 
shipments in Canadian vessels 6,623,- 
009 passed through the Si. Lawrence 
system to Montreal, and 1,003,771 went 
is far as Kingsten. The remainder is 
accounted for in the main by the Geor- 
gian Bay, Lake Huron and Detroit ri- 
ver ports thus: Depot Harbor, 9,067,- 
510; Owen Sound, 2,535,337; Midland, 
2,417,468; Point Edward, 2,251,069 ; God- 
erich, 2,010,634 ; Meaford, 596,913, and 
Collingwood 489,788. There were ajso 
shiped 1,757,697 to Port Huron, 454,- 
962 to Buffalo, and 212,183 to Erie. 
This refers to Canadian vessels. Buf- 
falo received the bulk of grain shipped 
in American bottoms. 

Mr. Gibbs says that the figures show 
emphatically the “fajl down” of the 
railroads at the Georgian Bay and 
Loke Huron ports. Midland which in 
1902 handled nearly six million bushels 
of Canadian grain, did not take care 
of half that» amount this year. Can- 
adian ports in Georgian Bay and Lake 
Huron handled onjy about the same 
amount of business was in i903. “The 
increase went out through the Unit- 
ed States channels. This would seem 
to show that the railroads are noi 
keeping their equipment in the east 
up to the growing requirements of the 
west.” 

The increase in tne shipment is 
striking—42,000,060 bushels as against 
31,000,000 jin 1906, and 26,000,000 in 
1803. The new crop shipment from 
Sept. 1 to Dec. 12, was 30,358,066 in 
1905, as compared with 17,116,221 in 
1904. The increase in the movement 
of the new crop is also shown by -the 
fuet ‘hac it employed, 23,252 cars of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway and 7,629 
cars of the Canadian Northern as com- 
pared with 14,426 and 5,067 in the rush 
season of 1904, 

The problem of the future, there- 
fore, is, more cers for the Georgian 
sBay ports. The ong waten haul io 
Montreal represents an important out- 
let. and one that may become still 
| more important through the enlarge- 
ment of the canals. The day wil] come 
when vessels of the larger size may 
have a clear passage from Port Ar- 
thur and Fort William to Montrea). 
But this and the all-rai] route are for 
the future. At present the rail-and- 
water route, with transhipment at 
Georgian Bay and Lake Huron ports, 
has manifest advantages including a 
comparitively short water trip for 
the largest grain, carriers. To use 
those advantages there musi be deep- 
ening and cther improvgments at the 
harbors, where necessary, enlargement 
of elevators accommodation, and an 
imple supply of cars. This is a 
matter of importance in regard pot 
enly to the rapid transportation of a 
large and increasing volume of grain, 
but to the prosperity of the lake port 
towns of Lake Huren and Georgian

THE REMY MURDER TRIAL 
A Helena despatch says: As the 
Remy murder trial proceeds, excite- 
ment: grows intense.
